Shirley Temple begs somebody in the 
household to measure her against the 
marks- that have been made on the 
door frame of her bedroom. Miss Tem- 
ple is impatient lo grow up and be 
an aclress. 


It docsn'l do n bit of good to assure 


Miss Temple lliat she already is an 
actress, and thai Papa George Temple 
and Mama Gertrude Temple and Mr. 
Darryl Zanuck and 100,000,000 movie 
fans .do not want her to hurry about 
Crowing up. She's growing, jusl Ihe 
same. 


The la.sl mark they made on the 


door, after gelling her down off her 
tiptoes, was 50 inches from the floor. 
That's an even 2 inches more than a 
mtu-k made a year and a half ago, and 
10 inches more than her height when 
she made her screen debut in 1933. Her 
weight on the dates mentioned jumped 
from 37 to 63 lo 72'A pounds. 


Her birthday cake, on April 23, will 


have nine candles. 
Incidentally, she 


now has nine baby leclh slill lo lose. 
For her age, Ihe boxoffice queen of 
Ihe movies might be considerably tall- 
er than she is, and she is expected to 
begin growing a lot faster at any time 
now. Much as il dreads this emerg- 
ency, the sludio is prepared for it. 


No Shipping 


Already there are portents. In Ihe 


current "Litlle Miss Broadway"

ooh-ers and ah-ere will sec the Temple 
curls all over the Temple head for the 
lasl lime. In Ihe same picture, to show 
Ihe fans what's happening, two new 
hairdressers are being introduced. 


Twentieth-Century Fo.x is making 


allowances for Shirley's growth in iti 
preparation of stories, "Sunnyside Up," 
ready for the camera now, gives her 
only a liltlc more lo do, allows her lo 
look only a litlle older. Bui "Suzannah 
of Ihe Mounties," after that, will rep- 
resent a more definite age step. 


If there arc any fairy stories or fan- 


tasies in the movie market within the 
nexl year or so, Miss Temple is going 
lo be bidding for them. The greatest 
disappointmont of her brief and emi- 
nenlly gi-iefless career is lhal she will 
nol be able lo play Dorothy in "The 
Wizard of Oz." Now and again there 
was- talk of Mr. Zanuck buying the 
story from Samuel Goldwyn, who had 
got il from the Baum heirs. But it 
now has gone to Metro, and the role 
to Judy Garland. 


No Tour

The cash offers, which all have been 


declined, total 5:174.000 at this writing.

If she were1 lo assume any such ac- 


tivities, Shirley would have to pay al- 
most all the proceeds to the govern- 
ment. She already pays, in federal and 
suite taxes, alxmt §;150,000.

Stimulus in Sfory of Share-Croppers. 


Harry Harrison Knoll's "I Was a 


Share-Cropper," (Bobbs-Merrill: $2.75) 
does not pretend to offer any sort of 
solution to the problem of the share- 
cropper system. It is merely tho in- 
tensely interesting story of how one 
man (Kroll himself) escaped its pov- 
erty and tyranny. 


While it is Mr. Kroll's story, the 


dominating characters, perhaps, are 
those of his mother and father: Maw,

A.S they 
canvj down the mountain, He told 
them that they should tell no man of 
the wonderful things they had .seen 
until after His Resurrection, but they 
did not even understand at the time 
what ife meant by His reference to 
risinp, again from the dead. How they 
must have recalled this experience 
offer ihe crucifixion and the Resur- 
rection! What confidence it must have 
given the mand what strength of faith, 
in the early days of the church! 


The .story suggests the place of such 


experiences in the lives of all of us. 
The disciples did not stay upon the 
mountain top. They did not even re- 
turn to the mountain top, expecting to 
have such a glorious vision again. 
They came down'from the mountain, 
icmainded by the Moster that they 
should not even talk about the wonder- 
ful thing they had seen. Ihey came 
back to the earth and to their daily 
tasks with the vision in a sense re- 
moved. These tasks were just as real, 
their duties and obligations were no 
less urgent, and yet—what it meant to 
have above this daily life the sense of 
this triumphant experience' 


We .should not, value such extremely 


emotional experiences too highly, but 
neither should we regard them too 
lightly. 
We should make sure thnt 


from all 
the 
experiences on the 


mountain top, we gel back into the 
realities of daily Christian living. That 
is Ihe real test of the Master's presence 
and of our loyally to Him.

Organization Will 


Aid the Circuses 


Association Pledges To 


Work Without Pay or 


Free Passes 


By PRESTON GROVER 


WASHINGTON.—We have just talk- 


ed to Mclvin D. Hildrcth, the Wash- 
ington lawyer-president of the Circus 
Fans Association, Inc., and our hair is 
full of tan-bark. 


The association includes alhousand 


lawyers, bankers, movie actors and 
store keepers pledged to work without 
pay or passes to perpetuate circuses. 
We can't help it if some of the things 
they do appear to be a bit bughouse. 
From a cricus point of view they are 
as valuable as sunny weather. 


The organization was started in 


Washington 13 years ago. Since then 
the capital has cut its lax on its big 
circuses from 5400 a day to ?160. San 
Antonio has done even better. Circuses 
used to avoid San Antonio. The city 
tax was $1,000 a day and city officials 
demanded oceans of passes. 


: That Ended That 


Then Harry Hertzberg, millionaire 


attorney, a circus fan, took over. He 
asked the city 
officials 
why they 


sheuld get so many passes, hinting he 
would make the whole tiling public. 
The officials, in retaliation, threatened 
to harass circus employes by arrest- 
ing them for irregular parking or sell- 
ing peanuts. Hertzerb answered by 
putting a lawyer and a bondsman in 
every court on circus day. That end- 
ed that. 


Governor Allred of Texas also is a 


member of the association. Once he 
vetoed a bill that had been enacted to 
punish circuses because legislators had 
not gotten all the passes they wanted. 


We didn't know that it mattered, but 


Mr. Hildreh said the society was alarm- 
ed at the decadence of the art of carv- 
ing circus wagons. Circus-wagon car- 
ver.s are rare. 


On the other hand, Chore is a plethora 


of American circus perfromers. A few 
years ago America had to comb Europe 
for acts. 'Now it's the reverse. 


Taking a Movie Tip 


The society is trying to build up 


individual performers the way the 
movies build up stars. Probably you 
should know also that a Mr. Davis o: 
Bridgeport. Conn., a member, is writ- 
ing a history of circus elephants. He 
has a hair from every eephant abou 
which he has written. 


Circuses, says Mr. Hildreth, are very 


careful of their reputations. They are 
proud to boast that they have nevei 
needed a censor. Ringlang Brothers 
circus, with 42 railroad cars ablaze 
with paint, passed through Washington 
a day or two back for the opening in 
New York. The car in which the un- 
married girl performers-travel has no 
end doors so other performers may not 
walk through. 


Also, said Hildreth, the performers 


were ablaze with enthusiasm. They 
predict 1938 will be a boom season, de- 
pression or no depression. They ex- 
pect help from Gargantua, the gorilla. 


Incidentally, the society is burned up 


about tlip Metropolitan opera. Hil- 
dreth says even its most expensive 
tickets bear no federal tax because the 
opera is • a cultural institution. 
The 


fans are lobbying to have circus tick- 
ets exempt, too, at least the end seats 
where mama and papa go with the 
kiddies. They 
insist the circus, as 


viewed from the end seats, is as cul- 
tural as the opera.

cd" as part of the credit-expansion 
aspects of the recovery program. 


Banks, it was said, were on the alert 


for the move—announced by the Treas- 
ury Thursday night—to repay at the 
rate of 550,000,000 a week maturing 
short-term loans with proceeds of a 
shift of the impounded gold from the 
Treasury's "inactive" fund to Federal 
Kcserve hanks in form of gold certifi- 
cates. Paying out of the gold by re- 
demption of maturing lonns, was ex- 
pected to supplement a huge reservoir 
of idle bank funds. 


The weekly condition statement of 


the Reserve System showed surplus 
funds—-the base for expansion in loans 
and investments—had increased $760 - 
000.000 to nearly 52,500,000,000, chiefly 
as result of a $690,000,000 reduction in 
Hcserve requirements under the re- 
covery proposals President Roosevelt 
outlined last week. When the released 
Sold is out, the surplus is expected to 
attain a record peak of nearly $4 000 - 
000,000. 


Federal Reserve strategy to keep the 


upswing in government bonds from 
moving too fast was seen in a shift in 
the system's holdings of government 
securities from long-term bonds into 
shorter term loans. The New York 
Reserve bank's statement disclosed a 
531,000.000 cut in Treasury bond hold- 
ings and a corresponding gain in notes 
and bills.
